Clarence Darrow of counsel for Hay- 


wood, Moycr and Pettibonc, of the 
Western Federation of Miners,issued a 
statement. It was anticipated that the 
Statement would be a direct reply to 
President 
Roosevelt's 
"undesiiable 


citizens" letter, but the statement is 
general, and reterences to the i resi- 
dent are to former letters of the ex- 
ecutive. 


Mr Darrow said the recent letters of 


President Roosevelt and the governor 
ot Colorado and the attacks of the 
Idaho newspapers have prejudiced the

Cage and .Shaft 'Damaged, but Soon 


Repaired by the Band of Rescuers. 
Mine One of the Best In the Field 
and Was Considered Safe — Some 
of the Victims. 


Charleston, W. Va., May 2.—Accord- 


ing to the latest reports received here, 
only three miners are dead and seven 
are missing in the mine explosion 
which occurred at the Whipple shaft 
of the White Oak Fuel company here. 
Ninety-four men went to work in the 
mine, but SO of the men left the mine 
before the explosion and 53 others 
made their escape by the second shaft. 


Hinton, W. Va., May 2.—An exp1 j- 


sion 
in the Whipple coal mine at 


Scarbro, Fayette county, entombed 
cbout 40 men. There were mors than 
90 men in the mine at the time of 
the accident. 


Fifty of the miners were able to 


crawl to the air shaft and climb out of 
the emergency stairway to the sur- 
face. Many ofthem were slightly and 
some seriously injured, but all will re- 
cover. 


The cage and shaft was damaged, 


but was in operation soon afterward, 
and the work of taking out the bodies 
will continue. The cause of the ex- 
plosion is not known, but was prob- 
nbly the result of the firing ot hsavj 
shot at the face of the workings.

Smith, Eiastus Willey, Arnold Kelly, 
Charley Burgess, Raleigh Tucker, Hud 
Burgess, Ed Melton and G. W. Tem- 
per, all white, and Will Hump, colored 
The names of the others can not be 
learned.
